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H. L. Seamans Talks 


On Grasshoppers 


The regular Board of Trade 
meeting was held Monday night 
last in the Town Hall, when ov¬ 
er forty were pesent to listen to 
the splendid talk by H. L. Sea¬ 
mans, Entomologist from Leth¬ 
bridge on the Grasshopper sit¬ 
uation in Alberta and particul¬ 
arly in this district. 

Mi Seamans stated that he 
and the Laboratory staff had 
covered the field pretty well, 
that there were two areas of 
sever e infestation, one centering 
on Drumheller, and the other 
one on Lethbridge. In the north 
said the speaker, they will have 
a much worse infestatioin than 
last year, while ours will be 
just about the same. He spoke 
of the different type* of hop¬ 
pers, and stated that it was 
the Lesser Migratory Locust 
that was giving us our trouble, 
and that this species preferred 
stubble land in preference to 
any other place for the laying 
of their eggs and their incuba¬ 
tion. They were also the most 
difficult to poison, as they al¬ 
ways spread out so much. The 
old-tim e roadside hopper were 
always found in bunches, most¬ 
ly on grass land and could be 
poisoned without much trouble. 
The lesser migratory locust 
ordinarily lays about 120 eggs 
per year per pair, and disease, 
flies, and other natural means 
destroys about 118 of these 120 
so the population remains about 
th e same. But, in hot, dry years 
like we had last year, a female 
may lay a* many 500 eggs, and 
the difference between 118 to 
be destroyed and 498 to be de¬ 
stroyed represents our problem, 
and a continuation of this ab¬ 
normal egg-laying for a few 
years gives us our periods of 
severe infestation. A cold, wet 
spring, particularly just after 
the eggs are hatched, would 
help greatly in killing hoppers. 
Deep spring plowing with a 
moldboard plow, shallow culti¬ 
vation of infested areas to 
bring eggs to the top were me¬ 
thods that could be used, but 
poisoned bait was the method 
that had to be relied o n to 
route the invaders. 

Speaking of bait, the speaker 
stated that tests had been ex¬ 
tensively carried on last fall 
with an oil mixed bait, using 
sodium fluo silicate instead of 
arsenite for poison. This poison 
while a little more expensive as 
to fir$t cost, would last so 
much longer, and so much more 
effective in results, that in the 
long run it would be lar more 
economical than the present 
bait used. 

Because of not being entirely 
satisfied as yet with their tests 
however, the present campaign 
would open with the use of wat 
er bait, but if the oil mixture 
I moved successful, they would 
change to that later on. 

Considerable time was spent 
in questions and answers, and 
the 1 aimers used Mi. Sea¬ 
mans knowledge of the hopper 
pest to find out all they could 
regarding the matter. 

At the close of the meeting 
a hearty vote of thanks was 
tendered the speaker for his at¬ 
tendance, and the splendid talk 
he had gijven. 

Othei matters discussed at 
the meeting were the railroad 
crossing at the Anderson dump, 
and the Roads Committee was 
asked to follow this matter up, 
r nd were also as! od to interview 
the Council regarding some im¬ 
mediate work on Br >adway to 
put this street in shape again. 
A co-operative drive was sug 
gested, and the Board voted to 
Bimnort. such a. drive. 

Mi. Asplund mentioned the
